TOUGH DECISION 


My decision to vote a- 
g ai nit Revenue Sliartng was a 
difficult one; it was one of 
the :larder choice* I have 
faced tince I came to the U. 
S. Senate. 
There are 254 county gov­ 
ernments and 883 municipali­ 
ties in Texas, and all of 
them are badly in need of 
additional fund*. And the fi­ 
nancial problems blat plague 
die ie city and county gov­ 
ernments, and our state gov­ 
ernment, are of great con­ 
cern to me, 
But, in die end I decided 
to oppose Revenue Sharing 
for two reaiunL, The pri­ 
mary reason was that I know 
of no Federal revenue to 
share, only Federal deficits; 
and the second reason was 
that in the long run. Revenue 
Sharing will not Improve lo­ 
cal government. 
Someone recently said that 
"Revenue Sliaitng will not 
improve local government. 
It was a concept discussed in 
1964 as a means of distribut­ 
ing a Federal budget surplus. 
Yet, today the surplus has 
evaporated. During Fiscal 


1971 and 1972 we experienc­ 
ed tile largest deficits of any 
tw years since World War IL, 
And the Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee of the Congress, of 
which I am a member, esti­ 
mates the deficit will soar 
higher than that during Fis­ 
cal 1973, to $30 billion and 
beyond. 
The galloping budget def­ 
icit is a matter of concern to 
everyone in the Congren, 
and many solutions have been 
proposed. Some people ad­ 
vocate a decrease in the lev­ 
el of spending, while others 
say a better solution lies in a 
complete reform of our tax 
system. 
Still another alternative 
solution, one ttot few people 
like to talk about exists. 
Ad increase in Federal taxes 
is a very real prospect. The 
Congress enacted tax cuts in 
1969 and *71 that have re­ 
duced revenue by $15 billion 
a year while, at the same 
time, Federal expenditures 
have risen by $40 billion a 
year. 
AVOID TAX INCREASE 


I want to avoid a Federal 
tax increase lf it is at all 


possible, but simple arithme­ 
tic tells us we won't be able 
to curb the budget deficit 
while maintaining our current 
tax level lf we don't take 
firm action to decrease 
spending in combination with 
tax reform. 


And we cannot hold the 
line on spending by approving 
new programs such as Reve­ 
nue Sharing, which will re­ 
quire the expenditure of 
more than $6 billion a year 
for the next Ave years. 
In addition to the fact that 
there is no Federal revenue 
to share, I have serious doubts 
that Revenue Sharing will im ­ 
prove local government. 
I fear that, as the scope 
of Revenue Sharing broadens, 
our state and local govern­ 
ments will become no more 
than extensions of our na­ 
tional government. 


I fear that local govern­ 
ment will become dependent 
on Federal Revenue Sharing 
funds for providing rout! ne 
local services, which could 
destroy the independence of 
local government to an ex-

men who formed this govern­ 
ment or those who have 
guided it since. 
COULD LEAD TO 
MORE WASTE 


And I fear that, even 
though the spending practic­ 
es of the huge Federal bureau­ 
cracy are sometimes waste­ 
ful, the fact that local offi­ 
cials will be spending money 
without having to an*.rer to 
an electorate for imposing 
taxes to raise the money will 
lead to equal waste at the 
local level; and this, in turn, 
will cause the Congren to 
enact restrictions ttot will 
further reduce local indepen­ 
dence. 


As I said earlier, the de­ 
cision to vote against Reve­ 
nue Sharing was difficult for 
me. Demands upon our state 
and local govern menu have 
increased dramatically in re­ 
cent years; their expendi­ 
tures have risen faster than 
those of the Federal govern­ 
ment during Hie past IO yean 
But I have become con­ 
vinced that Increased Federal 
participation in local govern­ 
ment is not the answer. I 
have become convinced that 
bigger Federal deficits, more 
inflation aud higher Federal 
taxes aren't the answer. 
I have become con­ 
vinced that Revenue Sharing 
isn't the answer. 


The Texas Legislature is 
now in its second week of 
hearings on insurance mat­ 
ters included within the 
Governor's call. Unfortun­ 
ately, the call coven only a 
very small segment of the 
insurance industry-sort of 
like placing a bandaid over 
a third degree burn. 
I plan to listen and learn 
very attentively for the dura­ 
tion of these bearings In the 
hope that we might improve 
on insurance marten in Tex­ 
as. At this writing it seems 
doubtful that a revision of 
any consequence will pass 
wit tout great opposition. 
I have introduced H. C. R. 
No. 7 that would provide 
the next session of the Legis­ 
lature with a complete study 
of all aspects of insurance. 
The resolution creates a 
twelve member committee 
to be named as follows: 
By the Speaker of the 
House: Two me rn ben of the 
House of Representatives, 
Two citizens; By the Lieu­ 
tenant Governor: Two mem­ 
bers (rf tile Senate, Two citi­ 
zens; By the Governor: Two 
citizens; By the Chairman of 


the State Board of Insurance: 
Two citizens. 
The committee shall hold 
its first meeting at the call 
of the Governor and the leg­ 
islative member having the 
most seniority shall preside 
pending the election of a 
chairman. In order to be ef­ 
fective, the committee will 
have subpoena power. The 
resolution further requires 
the committee to complete 
their work by June 30, 1973, 
following Hie adjournment of 
tile regular session of the Leg­ 
islature. 
The next Governor of 
Texas will then have the op­ 
portunity to consider this 
matter solely and indepen­ 
dently at a special session 
called for tills purpose, It Is 
also imperative to allow new 
members of the legislature 
(as there will be many) to 
acquaint themselves with the 
legislative process and con­ 
sider approximately 3, OOO 
Hilt on other matters during 
the regular session. It is al­ 
so my Intent to keep from 
passing any legislation in a 
hurried manner without due 
consideration and study.

Coaid, from Page I 
log last hunting season. Most 
of these thefts occurred at 
the Herman Sons Steakhouse 
and at Sammy's Drive In In 
Castroville while the owners 
were Inside eating. 
The group's mode of oper­ 
ation suggests that the bur­ 
glaries all occurred without 
prior knowledge of which 
house or vehicle was to be 
broken into. The suspects 
drove from San Antonio down 
country roads in Medina 
County, searching for vacant 
houses or locked gates. 
On most occasions ti icy 
walked up to the houses in 
late afternoon and knocked 
at the front and back doors. 
Satisfied no one was home, 
they then made their way in­ 


side. 
One burglary was made of 
a ranch home by cutting 
through the locked chain of 
the gate, driving to the 
bouse, calm ly loading their 
loot and driving away. 
The stolen articles were 
sold in San Antonio at various 
locations, either for drugs or 
for money to buy drugs, An 
estimate of the cost of the 
drugs is revealed by T o llett’s 
statement that an air condi­ 
tioner stolen from one home 
netted about $45 worth of 
dcpe or about 1.5 grams. 
The same amount of dope 
was obtained in trade for a 


stereo-radlo from another 
home. 
Most of the stolen proper­ 
ty lias been recovered, and 
more Is expected to be lo­ 
cated in the near future. 
Asked what can be done 
to prevent burglary of person­ 
al property, the sheriff sug­ 
gested strongly that each 
home-owner copy down the 
serial number of every rifle, 
appliance, sporting good, 
and any other item which 
might be valuable to a thief. 
Keep two copies of the list, 
in separate locations. 
Without the numbers, it 
is much more difficult for 
items to be traced to their 
true owners. 
Another preventive mea­ 
sure greatly stressed is for 
people to "get involved". 
"If you see anything 
strange going on at your 
neighbor's, please give us a 
ca ll so we can at least check 
it out. " pleaded Chief Depu­ 
ty Floyd W illiam s. 
"Don't attempt to stop 
the burglars yourself, but re­ 
member their description 
and write down their license 
numbers if you can. 
Homes in the country are 
no longer "safe" from bur­ 
glars. As long as a home is 
accessible by car, it can be 
burglarized, regardless of 
how close or far it is to 


town.

ered useless. 
So, it was comforting to learn that local CD 
member CHARLES LARKIN is still on the job and 
that new classes are planned soon with the idea of 


bringing us up to date. 
This is my appeal to those who can possibly do 
so, to sign up for and attend those courses when 
they are available. Although we might never 
need to use our hospital, Preparedness beats In­ 
difference. (I have just noted that I use first per­ 
son pronouns, WE and US, as though I were still 
in Hondo--so you can see where my thoughts re­ 


turn often.)

You 
should turn tills money over 
to the legal representative of 
tile estate for distribution, 
according to State law.
